WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The Senate ratified the his- 
tory-making limited nu- 
clear test-ban treaty today. 

Approval of the pact banning 
nuclear weapons testing in the 

' atmosphere, in outer space and 
underwater, came after more 
than two weeks of committee 

; and an equal time of 


small weapons field where the 
United States now leads. 

The treaty came under scath- 
fing attack from Senators Rich- 
ard B. Russell (Dem. Ga.), 
chairman of the Senate armed 
services committee; John Sten- 
nis (Dem, Miss.), who heads its 
preparedness sub - committee, 
Strom Thurmond. (Dem, $.C.) 
and others. 

Russell expressed fears it 
might be the first step toward 
complete disarmament without 
the safeguard of inspection. He 
and the others said they were 
concerned that Soviet morator- 
jum-breaking atmospheric tests 
in 1961 and 1962 put them at 
an advantage in high yield

But, in the end an over- 
whelming majority of the Sen- 
ate went along with the endorse- 
ment of the military joint chiefs 
of staff, who said that with four

Kennedy, in a letter read to 
the senate by Senator Everett 
M. Dirksenof TMlinois, the Re- 


publican leader, gave the Sen-| 


ate “unqualified and unequivo- 
eal assurances’’ U.S. security 
would be protected under the 
treaty. 

He gave assurances that the 
United States will meet the mil- 
ifary’s four points by continu- 
ing an aggressive program of 
underground testing, maintain- 
ing a healthy laboratory weap- 


ons development program, keep- 
ing up a readiness to resume 
atmospheric testing if the Rus- 
sians cheat, and expanding and 
improving its facilities for de- 
tecting such cheating as well 
as checking on Sino - Seviet 
atomic progress. 

Many proponents laid heavy 
stress on the curbs the treaty 
would put on radioactive fall- 
out by halting atmospheric test-| 
ing. 

Kennedy, in his message, 
ealled it the “first concrete: re- 
sult of 18 years of efforts by 
the United States to impose 
limits on the nuclear arms 


Tace.” 

Senate approval was the last 
big hurdle the treaty had to 
clear before it could become 
effective. But there are still 
other steps necessary to put the 
pact in force.
